So 3T( 121/71 — Taxation of motor vehicles has long been 
a vexing problem. There hat. been a view that the growth 
and vitality of the road transport industry are adversely 
affected by the multiplicity of taxes and procedures whtch 
vary from State to State and which inevitably hold up the 
flow of traffic l he question regarding the levels of taxation 
on motor \ chicles, principle^ of such luxation and ratjonahsa- 
lion of the tax structure was considered at the ninth meeting 
of the Transpon Development Council held at Srmigar in 
August, 1971. The Council recommended the setting up or 
a Working Group to go into the question of simplification of 
procedures for the levy and collection of various taxes on 
motor vehicles, avoidance of multiplicity of agencies for collec- 
tion of these taxes and rationalisation of the prevailing tax 
structure generally.
